Now let us likewiſe hear their ſhew of Scripture. 

« Their firſt place for ſhew of Scripture ( as I 
intend to cite them ) is from that of the Apoſtle to 
the Hebrews Chap. 12. verſe 9g. We have had 
the Fathers of our fleſh corretting us, and we gave 
them revererence , ſhall we not much rather k TO 
ſubjettion to the Father of Spirits, and live? Lo 
( fay they ) here Godis called the Father of Spirits, 
and diſtinguiſhed, from and in a manner oppoſed to 
the Fathers of our fleſh. And why is this? but

becenſe fie daily-createth and infuſcth the Soul into 


every particular perſon that cometh intothe world. 
Anſw, This reaſon by -them-retxdred, why God is 
bere called the Father-of Spirits zis very uncertain, 


and many other more probable and ſutable to-the 


place may be given. For firſt,by a common and 
familiar Hebrailme, a Father of ſpirits may fgnify 


a ſpiritual Father, as Father of mercigs, a merciful tCor.t.3« 


Father. Secondly, though ina large fgntfication of 


the word ( Father ) God may be called a Father . 


of all his creatures, in regard of their dependence 
on him for their making at the firſt , and mainte- 
nance for ever z yet properly a Father fGignifyeth 
not a Creator, but a Begetter, And according to 
the Grit property of this Ggnification, God the 
firſt perſon in the Trinity. is and can be the Father 
only, of his only ſo begotten Son, the Eternal 
Word, and ſecond Perſon inthe Frinity. For the 
analogy of reſemblance and property neateft unto 
this, God is alſo in a peculiar manner the Father 
of his ele, becauſe in that his natural Son he both

regenerates them by Ins ſpirit. And in this

whether internal or external,are means of the holy

the life of God, he in us and we in him, and there- 
fore ought me much rather give reverence, and-be

In theſe Six daies work of the Creation, I note (fo 
much as ſufficeth to my. purpoſe ) three degrees of 
God's working. The firſt bringeth and giveth into 
Being a general ſumm or maſs of matter as the Ma- 
tricem of all things, that the next degree ſhould 
bring to a more diſtin& number,fafhion,and order. 
This is it which '© Moſes declareth when he ſaith.

« Here a Queſtion is asked, Whether the ſoul, 
ſeparate from the body be not more at full and 
free liberty, and more- fitly proportioned to do 
Spiritual a&ions, and (o to ſerve and glorify God 
(whois a Spirit) than while it is in the body ? 

Anſw. Not abſolutely, but only in ſome re- 
ſpe and ſort it is; Namely, notin regard that it 
is ſeparated from the body, but inregard that it 1s 
freed from the bond'ge of fin and corruption, 
whereunto it rogether with the body was ſubjeR 
by the will of God, during the time of this life ; 
And it ſhall then be moſt fully and ably proportio- 
ned to ſerve and glorify Cod, when it ſhall again 
be formally united with the body, For man is 
much more aptly and ably proportioned to = 
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form. every duty and ſervice proper to man, in the 
full integrity of us perſon, than in any ſeveral part 
of himſelf alone. An Anzel is a ſpiritual Eſſence, 
and therefore of all creatures molt able and ſuffi- 
cient to ſerve God, and do his will in ſpiritual a&ti- 
ons and ſervices, But yet,in that kind of ſpiritual 
actions which properly or principally pertain to 
the office and duty of Man, an Angel is not ſo apt 
and able to ſerve God to his glory, as man himſelf; 
neither can Angel or Man ierve God ſo ably and 
ſuſficiently in any proper and ſpecial duty of any 
inferiour creature, as that inferiour creature in its 
own. kind and degree. And herein is ſeen the ma- 
nifold wiſdom of God, that amovg ſs great varie- 
ty, and almoſt an infinite number and ſort of crea- 
tures, ſome meerly ſpiritual,as Angels, ſome part. 
ly ſpiritual, partly corporal, as Men, and the reſt 
all:corporal of ſundry kinds, there is not one idle, 
nor that hath not a proper and diſtin office pro- 
wry to each kind, Now, touching the ſoul and 

dy of Man compared together ; it cannot be 
ſaid more properly and truly, that the Soul is clog- 
Ed and cumbred with the body, than the body with 
the ſoul in this Rate of corruption. Theſe indeed 
(the ſoul 1 mean and body of Man) are of a far 
nearer conjunRion than fellows, for both formal - 
ly together make an identity of perſon, Yetif we 
will conſider them bur as fellows, or (as one ſaith 
of Reaſon and Paſſion) Fellow-like together 
born.z. then this perhaps may be ſaid 1a a ſenſe, 
That.as they were for mutual helps to each other, 
in the ſtate of Man's firſt glory, ſo ſhall they much 
more be o in the ſtate of Man's laſt and perfe& 
Slory : but in the time and ate of Man's ay 
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and corruption (which cometh between) they-mn+ 
rually corrupt and cumber eack other., Thus, I 
ſay, that howſoever ina ſenſe and forr ittnay* be 
ſaid, yet to ſpeak properly and preciſely of the 
matter according to true and try 'judoment, it '18 
otherwiſe. For the princip;wws or beginning of 
2Qion and motion'is from the ſoul unto the body, 
not from the body-to the ſoul ; and therefore it is 
indeed the ſoul corrapred that corrupterh the a&1- 
ons and motions of the body,not contrariwiſe.

9:4: The Law ' for Propagation '(peaketh 
plainly, Alſo theſe andthe like terms, all in their 
properties conſidered and-compared together ; as 
nameiy firſt, the; terms of forming, framing, and 
faſhioning man, referred to Gods aR,: not only 
inregatd of his firſt creating and forming man of 
Earthly- Matter 2nd. Spiritual Subiance- formally 
compounded ; but alſoin regard of his ſecondary 
and ordinary working, whereby be produceth and 
maketh all the reſt of Mankind to ſpring out of 
that Original Root.z Secondly, theſe terms of 
Father, and Mother, Begetting, Conceivitg, Bear- 
ing, Bringing forth and pfecteating Children, in

IO. { If the Law, which Godſpake ts man 
for the propagation of his-kind, muſt not be un- 
derſtood to extend to. the whole Eflence of Man, 
but muſt þ2 limited toa part only ; there is much 
more reaſon why it might have been limited to the 
ſoul, excluding the body » than why it ſhould have 
been limited to the body excluding the ſoul : Be- 
cauſe the ſoul is the natural Princ:pinms of all live- 
ly ation and motion in the Whole Man, and eve- 
ry Member and patt of him 3 not contratiwiſe.

And this not only\the Layv of Propagation 
which God'ſpake to man Miale and Female (in the 
full integrity of their Perſons) doth plainly afhrm;

firm ; And lattly, the eftect and event doth daily 
and hourly fhew and preſent to the ſenſes, 

« Ir is thought by ſome worthy 
the Obſerving , touching this word 
ny111 (and others alſo of the like fa- 
ſhion), That, againſt ardinary reaſon of. 
Grammar-rule, there are expreſly two. 
Jedsin the future of the firk Conju- 
oeation Active (commonly called Ca.) 
There may be happily ſome Myeery 
and Secret in it ; but what it undoubt- 
edly is, what ſpirit of Man can tell 2 
but the Spirit of God only which di- 
re&ed the Pen of Moſes ſo to write, 
Some Hebrew DoRors deſcart upon it, that 1t is

Firſt extraordinary, (as all begir- 
nings and firſt conſtitution of things are) to make 
that particular firft Adams, in that{pggial manner 
a$1s before declared, and then to multiply him into 
an innumerable many of his kind, according te an 
ordinary Lay of procreation, as it ſhould be after- 
wards more expreſly manifefted and opened both 
by Gods expreſs Commandement , ſaying to the 
Man and his Wife, M»lriply and increaſe ; and al- 
ſo by the effeR of that Commandement ſeenin the 
increaſe and multiplying of Mankind, as God had 
bidden, and,in bidding, promiſed that it ſhould be 
ſo? Or, (as | may rather think) Why may it not be 
to Note, that,as God is there expreſly ſaid to have 
once wrought, to make and form Man in his own . 
Image; (o,cloſely to intimate a promiſe that God 
would work once more to reform Man, after he 
ſhould have deformed himſelf by tranſgrefling the 
Law of hig Creator ? But theſe are but conjeu- 
ral deſcants, and therefore not much to be re- 
oarded, F 

The Apoſtle ſaith, There us 4 natural body, and 


there ts a Fpiritual body ; AS itis written, T he firſt x Cor.1s. 
Adam was mide «living ſoul, the latter Adam 444 $546- 


was made a quicknng ſpirit : But, that # not firſt 
which 1s ſpiritual, but that which ts natural, and 
afterwards that which ts fpirunal, &c. From 
hence (as one thinketh) may be drawn a good Ar- 
gument againſt the Souls propagation formally 
with the body ; If the party would have been” plea- 
ſed to have framed his Argument himſelf in 
form of Syllogiſm , I ſhould the plainlier have 
ſeen the force of it, and the eaflier have fitted an 
Anſwer to it, if I had (cen it anſwerable, I cannot

conceive how a Syllogiſm might otherwiſe be fra- 
med . to ObjeXtor's purpoſe, than thus : Not

Anſw. The mainSyllogiſm (from whence this 
conlequ2nce would borrow lirength) 1s a Paralo- 
viſm, and concludeth nothing, Firſt, becauſe the 
Aſſumption is framed of a faulty diſtintion or di- 
viſion of things, not ſo in any reaſon to be diſtin- 
guifhed nor divided, Neither doth the Apoſtle, 
nor could he, ſo diſtinguiſh them, For the Soul is 
as natural apart of Man as his bedy. | Secondly, 
the Tranſlation is not Grammatically true, nor 
proper, if it be ftrily examined. For the Origi- 
nal Greek doth not ſay, rd evon%v, That which is 
natural, is firſt, but 73 4vx: 3, that which is ani- 
mal, is firſt, I would ſay , That which is living- 
ſouled, if cuſtom would give me leave fo to ſpeak. 
A tone may truly be called ow pe pvordy, a na- 
rural body ; but not oe 4vx oxy, a living-ſouled 
body. And it would be but an idle and vain cavil 
for any to ſay, it had been enough for me to have 
ſaid (if I would needs Coin a new term) that 
which is ſouled. For the words of the Apoſtie im- 
mzdiately before are plain, to have their reference 
to the creationof the firſt Adam, who was made 
a living ſoul for himſelf and his natural Seed. And 
] think none can with reaſon deny, but a living 
Soul muſt there mean more then Soul or Life fim- 
ply andin general, For a Beaſt, a Bird, _ 
" at 
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hath a Soul for life, as well as Man; yet is none 
of them a living ſoul in that eminency as- Adam 
was made and called a living ſoul, Thirdly , the 
main drift and ſcope of the Apoſtle muſt here be 
conſidered , which is not, here, to diſtinguiſh 
the Efſential or integral parts of Man, Soul and 
body, and ſo to note any difference of the Soul 
from the body, or of the body from the Soul : But, 
it is to diſtinguiſh the whole Man, from the whole 
Man. As namely firſt, the firſt Adams from the 
ſecond ; and ſecondly to diftinguiſh every belie- 
ving Man and Woman, from him or her ſelf, in 
regard of a diverſe,not efſential,but conditional and 
oualifyed nature, Namely, whatevery one of us

eAdam a living ſoul, of whom we have by natural 
Generation our whole Perſons and Efſence in-fin 
and corruption liable unto death and diſhonour. 
And this the Apolile here calleth a natural body, 
meanipg not the body only diſtio& from the Soul, 
but the' whole perſon and eſſence of Man (formal- 
ly conſiſting of ſoul and body) in his natural and 
unregenerate ſtate of corruption.

perſon, nature and efſence of Man, begun (at the

« Auguſtine (as Pare alſo confeſſeth), from 
this place of the Apoſile, thinketh the judgement 
and opinion of them may be ftrengthned, that hold 
The Soul to be formally propagated with the body, 
becauſe ova VJuxmiy, the living-ſouled body (or 
the natural body,as it is commonly Englifhed)is 
ptoportionably from the firſt Adams , as 0a"wea 
Tyevparn, the ſpiritual body is from Chriſt the 
ſecond Adam. Therefore as this latterisin the 
whole-Man by ſpiritual Regeneration, ſo that for- 
mer muſt needs be conceived to be in the whole 
Man by natural Generation, But 
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But Hierome would (from thisplace) deny the 
Soul's propagation : Becaule (ſaith he) the Apoſtle 
treateth here of the qualities, not of the Soul, but 
of the Bedy o1ly. But let any judge, that will at- 
reatively mack the Apoliles diſcourie, both in the 
pacaſe, and in the (cope thereef; and he ſhall plain- 
ly perceive that he ipeaketh neither of the qualities 
of the Body only, nor of the qualities of the Soul 
anly, but of the different qualities and condition of 
the whole Man,in hisgifterent Rate of nature fiſt, 
and of grace afterwards (as hath: been ſhew.d.)

And again, that which in the former place is call- 
ed os pa Trivzariur, a FPiritual body, the very 
ſme (in the latter place)is called mriqe (wmrncty, 
4 quickning Spirit. The Apoſile then hath in this 
place ſach a ſenſe and meaniny, as wherein a- Soul 
may be called a body, and a body a ſoul indifferent- 
ly; And (ſo by his calling the ſame, now a Body, 
now a Soul, and now. a Spirit, he maketh 1t clear 
that by neither of theſe terms he would mean et- 
ther th2 body alone, or the ſoul alone, but (by a 
Synecdoche) the whole perſon or compound of 
Soul and Body both: And therefore 1D all this 
place and Chapter of the Apoſtle, I can ſee not ſo 
much as any ſhew or ſhadow againſt, but much 
clear light for, the propagation of the whale Man, 
as I defend and plexd for. 

13.4 They thaturge this Rule againk the Souls 
propagation ( Quicquid generatur, corrumpitur ) 
ſeem by their manner of prefling and urging it, by

if they do,then mntt they alſo by Generation mean 
Creation, that there may be a due proportioned

'twr ; Ergo nec creatwr, I think they would bluſh 
and be athawged to hear themſelves in ſuch plain 
terms to ſpeak ſo direfaly againſt themſelves : 
And yet {o they clolely ſpeak or mean, or elſe 


they ſpeak 'and -mean nothing at all againſt me.
